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Airey Force, on the western side of Ullswater, is about 
three miles from the lake. The “ borce” (immortalised by 
Wordsworth in “ Tne Somnambulist ”) is a steep and nearly 
perpendicular fall of about eighty feet into a deep and 
narrow glen. The volume of water being usually fairly 
copious, it is invariably a fine sight whether viewed from 
the top or the bottom. Two rustic bridges make either 
view possible.
